At the 
Antarctic Cirele, in about the latitude of 
Tasmania, the Mawson expedition found 
a climate described as “ incomparably the 
severest hitherto known’ on the earth. 

The mean temperature was about zero, but 
this temperature was accompanied by 3 
strength of wind never matched elsewhere.

PROTECTION OF BIRDS. 

TO THE FIATOCR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Sir,—I think that all gardeners should feel 
a debt of grgtitude to Mr. John W. Young. 
I, too, dislike intensely the trapping and 
keeping in cages of any birds, and would like 
to see it stepped; but there are certain birds 
that should be classed as vermin, and are 
just as much a nuisance as the rat, the mouse 
or the stoat. 
It is nseless to ask people to engage in fruit 
or vegetable-growing and then prevent them 
from destroying the pests that would make 
it impossible for them to do so, We import 
tons of fruit into this country every year, 
that could be grown at home, and there is a 
market for our surplus fruit in England; but 
any garden that is infested with the bullfinch, 
sparrow. blue-tit and blackbird is doomed to 
failure. I have proved to my own complete 
satisfaction that the blue-tit and the bullfinch 
are the most destructive. The bullfinch simply 
strips a plum tree or a gooseberry bush of 
its buds, eats a portion of each, and throws 
the rest on the ground. He may, for al) I 
know, eat insects or anything else at other 
times of the year, but let a few of them get 
into your garden when vour trees are in bud, 
and you will have neither plums nor goose- 
berries. I cannot say if they attack the buds 
of other trees, but they utterly destroy these 
two. 
The blue-tit is the worst offender of all; 
he devours everything. 1929 was the first 
year for many when I have been able to enjoy 
ate peas, and this was because my efforts to 
keep my garden free from the blue-tit proved 
successful, Two years in succession they rot 
only devoure! all my late peas, but also ny 
runner beans, early pears and large quantities 
of apples, besides gooseberries, raspberries and

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SHEEP-WORRYING | 


BY DOGS. 


SIXTEEN SHANKILL

The worrying of sheep by dogs is a nuisance 
which causes tarmers no smail concern, - en- 
tailing, as it often does, considerable loss. 
in County Leitrim, waeve the sheep-rearing 
industi is ome of the farmers chief sources 
of ineome, wholesale destruction was com- 
recently by stray dogs hunting in 
sacks, Now comes a report of a fresh ** out- 
break ' from Shankill, in the County of 
Dublin, where no fewer than sixteen sheep.

liiere Was a veritable epidemic of shee . 
worryiag in Ireland in 1925, when the Dublin 
County Council took steps with a view to re- 
moving the menace; but since then, it is 
feared, the regulations have not been enforced 
as they might have been. Indeed, it would 
seem trom correspondence that there is a 
videspread belief that the Dogs Act of 1906 
s no longer operative in this country. 

NOT GENERALLY KNOWN. 

Apparently it as not generally known that 

the County of Dublin no dog can be 
lowed outside the house or premises of the 
owner -between one hour after sunset and one 
tour betore- sunrise wniless it is uncer effec- 
tral control. and in the company of its owney 
or some other responsible person, the purpose 
vo! the order being to prevent dogs from break. 
lug away and worrying cattle or sheep. 
This very regulation was suggested by a 
sheep-owner in the Shankill district to the 
County Counel as the only effective means 
of putting an end to the present nuisance.

PROTESTS AGAINST 
HEAVY TAXATION,

Many matters affecling. the licensed trade 
in the Irish Free State were discussed in ad- 
dresses celivered at the first meeting of the 
new Committee of the Licensed Grocers’ and 
Vintners’ Protection Association of Ireland, 
which was held in Commercial Buildings. 
Dame street, Dublin, iast night. 

Mr. Peter McGovern was elected Chair- 
man for the ensuing year. He said that he 
was hopeful that, with the co-operation of the 
members, he might be able to lay down the 
reins of office, not only with no further re- 
strictions on the trade, but possibly with 
some relaxation of those which had been 
imposed upon it in recent years. At the 
moment, the trade, in common with ail other 
trades, was in ‘nyt'ing but a prosperous 
condition. It had been easter hit than any 
other, for not alone was the high duty on 
spirits and beer, which was rendered neces- 
sary bv the Great War, kept on by their 
native Parliament, but further legislative re- 
stricticns had been imposed upon them. 

Sneaking of the decline of revenue from 
beer and spirits, he said that it struck him 
that of the legislators were not influenced by 
prejudice, the return to. which he referred 
was a most important document, which should 
make them realise that in the national in- 
terest the time hed come for the Finance 
Minister to cry halt. Some leadets:of various 
sections in the Dail and Senate were wn- 
donbtedly hbiassed against the lhcensed trade. 
but he believed that the majority of the 
members of all parties were inclined to be 
fair, and would not be parties any longer 
to the destruction that was followine in the 
wake of the present Finance Minister s policy 
This was a big national question, in regard 
to which the views of a small minority. call- 
ing themselves the “ Temperance Party,” 
who were in reality teetotal fanatics, should 
be set aside. Throughont the country there 
were breweries, distilleries and maltinz 
houses dismantled, and an industry, which 
was once a great source of wealth and em- 
ployment, was being crushed ovt of exist- 
ence. 

DECREASE OF DRUNKENNESS. 

He welcomed the almost entire absence of 
drunkenzess. He had been informed that the 
statistics of drunkenness went to show that 
this country now had a smaller number than 
any other country of which he had been able 
to secure the records. Of the drunkenness 
that remained, he claimed that the greater 
portion was attributable to sources out- 
side their trade. They had the badly 
conducted clubs—and they were numerous— 
the sheheen, the trader, either “off "or “on,” 
who traded either in contravention of his 
licence, or during prohibited hours, and many 
other sources of illicit trading that he hoped 
would be brought to book. It was the chief 
aim of the Association to put down those 
prolific sources of drunkenness. ‘They had 
no sympathy with the law-breaker, and they 
should co-operate with the authorities in re- 
moving the stigma which was falsely branded 
on the legitimate licensed tratler. 

Dealing with the Liquor Commission, the 
Chairman said that the scope of the inquiry 
was narrow, but within the limits of its 
terms the best case possible had been made 
for getting all those reasonable concessions 
for which they had asked. 


BURDEN OF TAXATION. 

Replying to a vote of thanks, Mr. Michael 
Corbett, the outgoing Chairman, said that 
to a large extent the year had been an 
uneventtut one. One of the outstanding facts 
confronting them was that a level of tqxation. 
which was expressly reached to cope with the 
Great War, was still maintained in the Free 
State alone; while. additional taxation on 
wines—not brought about by the war--was 
imposed in the Free State. He thought tha: 
it was a monstrous injustice that this burden. 
particularly in view of the fact that the Free 
State contribution to meet the cost of the war 
was forgiven in the boundary settlement, 
should still be kept on. Year after year they 
had been trying to secure some relief from 
the terrible taxation, but they had always 
met with the reply that the State could not 
afford it, while the revenue from that source 
in a few years had talien by several millions. 

The words of Mr. Blythe, uttered nine 
months ago, represented the case which the 
trade had been driving home since 1922-—that 
a fiscal policy which affected such important 
industries, and such vast numbers of people 
in that way, was a wrong policy, and should 
be discontinued. Yet that destructive 
taxation was kept on, and would continue 
unless there was a national demand for its 
reduction. It was nothing short of sheer 
hypocrisy to drag in the question of tem- 
perance when dealing with the matter; for 
the tax was so high that the smatl.est 
indulgence in alcoholic dmuok was a luxury in 
the present spending-power of the people. 
The Government must move soon; for other- 
wise the tax, as a revenue-producing tax, was 
deleating its own object by killing industry 
and bringing thousands to poverty and 
destitution. 

In conclusion, he referred to the growth 
of the shop on wheels, atid of the town booth, 
on the occasion of fairs and markets, and 
to the harm they did to the town trader. He 
added that a deputation on the subject had 
been received by the Minister.

When 
work cannot be obtained on the farms the 
young men drift to Dublin, with the result 
that the capital’s army of unemployed is 
growing daily. The Free State Govern- 
ment has thought fit to cope with the 
situation by the simple process of mulcting 
the Dublin ratepayers. Its latest Act 
saddles Dublin, Rathmines and Pembroke 
with the maintenance of virtually all the 
Saorstat’s unemployed, and there is very 
little doubt that its vicarious generosity 
will involve a stiff increase in the metro- 
politan rates. We are glad to note, how- 
ever, that the new “‘doles’’ are being 
granted with a certain amount of dis- 
crimination. In the first instance, only 
food tickets are being supplied, and care 
is being taken to eliminate all but the 
most deserving cases. Nevertheless, the 
fact that the ratepayers must meet the cost 
of this relief is disturbing. Already the

War Guilt. 

Professor Kantorowicz in his book, ' Der 
Geist der Englischen Politik und das 
Gespenst der Einkreisung Deutschlands,’’ 
tries to convince his countrymen of the 
fallacy of a theory that was rigidly believed 
before the War. It is the theory that Ger- 
many was the victim of a Machiavellian 
plot of ‘‘ encirclement ’’ conceived by King 
Edward VII. and unswervingly developed by 
successive British Cabinets. The Professor's 
opinion is the more interesting because 
at one time he was a fervent disciple 
of the ‘‘ Gott-strafe-England”’ policy. 
Belatedly he was converted, as he tells 
us, by the moderate tone of the British 
Press during the War. He _ recognises 
that Britain’s newspapers—even if occa- 
sionally they led extrava- 
gance by such wild legends that 
which gravely accused the ,Germans of 
building a kadaververwertungfabrik to 
replenish their dwindling food supply—- 
yet were more honourable than those of 
the other helligerents. Professor Kan- 
torowicz realised that the British people 
were too illogical to maintain any settled 
foreign policy, and that, if some person 
had created a plan to encircle the Father- 
land, the nation, chivalrous at heart, 
would not have tolerated it. Indeed, he 
is right; but his contention, which he 
bases upon Germany’s naval policy, that 
the War was due principally to the work 
of three men—namely, the Kaiser, von 
Bilow and von Tirpitz—is very question- 
able. . We do not believe that any one 
man—or any three men—was responsible

American Traffic. 


In the United States of America 
virtually all workers travel to and from 
their business in motor cars. Children 
drive their own cars to school. In Los 
Angeles alone there are said to be 270 
motor cars to every mile of street 
Writing in The Times, Lieutenant-General 
H. D. Farquharson describes the methods 
by which the prodigious new volume of 
traffic is controlled. Light signals and 
‘boulevard stops’’ are the principal 
resources. The light signals consist of 
standards at the opposite corners of cross- 
roads, which display automatically red, 
amber and green lights with the words: 
“ Stop,” “ Caution ” and “Go.” Where 
these lights are not used ‘‘ bouleyard 
stops ” take their place. These are large 
discs which bear the word “stop,” and 
serve to check the precipitation. upon 
main highways of traffic from the 
by-roads. At main cross-roads the discs 
are inscribed—such are the penalties of 
progress !—with the words: '“' Stop, thru 
hi way.” General Farquharson says that 
“the whole spirit of control in the States 
and Canada is to accelerate movement 
and thus relieve congestion and facilitate 
transport.” On the other hand, villages 
sometimes oppose their local policy to 
speed, - and display: warnings at their 
gates, such as: “Drive slowly and see 
our city; drive fast and see our sheriff.”’ 
Every State has its own registration 
and motoring laws, which are accepted 
reciprocally by the others. In California 
applicants for driving licences must check 
a questionnaire on the regulations, which 
bears answers, some right and some 
wrong. A sound elementary knowledge 
of the rules of the road is thus ensured. 
The penalty for reckless driving is up to 
ninety days in jail; the penalty for 
driving while intoxicated—an offence not 
unknown in the land of prohibition—may 
be as much as three years’ imprisonment.

Windmills. 


Windmills are passing quickly out of use; 
soon they may pass also from existence. 
In Holland for seven years a Windmill 
Society has striven to protect these old- 
world engines. Mr. Jan den Tex, the 
secretary of the Society, described its work 
on Monday at a meeting which was 
organised in London by the Society for 
the Protection of Ancient Buildings. He 
said that the extension of electrical power 
had threatened the last windmills of the 
Netherlands with destruction, to the great 
injury of the landscape. Some three 
thousand windmills still were standing. 
Their beauty did not depend upon rarity ; 
the more there were in a given region, the 
prettier was the effect. Merely to preserve 
the structures, however, would not be 
enough. The windmills ought to be turn- 
ing—a use must be found for them. A 
competition had been held to 
purposes which could be served economically 
by windcraft, and it was hoped that inven- 
tion would contrive a means to harness 
them to the charging of batteries. ‘‘ There 
is but one step.” Mr. Jan den Tex said, 
“from the most ancient to the most modern 
ideas.” He urged that the desire to protect 
windmills in England should be organised 
and connected with the Dutch movement, 
in order that an international effort might 
be made to keep the sails turning in the 
winds of Europe. The next Don Quixote 
who sallies forth will not see his giant 
foes in graceful molinos de viento; there 
will be ugly phenomena enough in the 
countryside whereat he may tilt and 
thereby earn gratitude in place of 
ridicule.

ACCUSED MAN’S ADMIS- 
SIONS IN BERLIN TRIAL.

BERLIN, Tuesday. 

On the second day of the trial of the

The Executive of the British National 
Committee of the International Chamber

More- 
over, in view of the impending Imperial 
Conference such adhesion would be likely 
to prejudice the development of imperial 
trade, and finally would prove an 
additional handicap to the solution of 
the unemployment problem.”’

DAMAGE BY COAST 
EROSION. 


MEMORIAL TO FREE 
STATE MINISTER, 


a, dá 


‘The serious damage which has resulted at 
Rosslare from coast erosion and the recent 
heavy rainstorms is engaging the attention of 
the Rosslare Tourist and Development 
Association and Wexford Harbour Com- 
missioners. 

At the : meeting of the Commissioners 
yesterday Alderman J. Billington stated that 
a rather serious state of affairs was taking 
place at Rosslare for the past three or four. 
weeks owing to erosion. At the meeting of 
the Tourist and Development Association 
which was held last Thursday it was pro- 
posed to send a deputation to the Free State 
Government. He wished to know whether 
the Harbour Commissioners would co-operate. 
The position looked rather serious, and the 
question was, if the fort point continued to 
be washed away, would the flooding which 
had recently taken place in the town become 
worse. 

FLOODING OF THE QUAY. 

The Chairman (Mr. R. Houston) said that 
their Board was interested directly and in- 
directly owing to the flooding of the quay. 
They could be represented on the deputation 
fo tho Government. They were led to believe 
that if the fort was washed away there would 
be a great deal of sea coming into Wexford, 
and, therefore, for that reason the Corpora- 
tion also should be represented. A deputation 
from the Tourist Association to the Govern- 
ment would be strengthened by having repre- 
sentatives fron the Harbour Commissioiers 
and the Corporation, as a Commission to deal 
with erosion was sitting, and, as erosion was 
so serious between Bray and Rosslare, those 
bodies should be represented on a deputation. 

Replying to Mr. H. W. Saville, the Chair- 
man said that expert opinion would have to 
be got, in which case the three bodies could 


bear the expense. 


EXPERT ADVICE. 

Mr. Gaul said that the Corporation had 
practically decided to obtain expert advice in 
regard to flooding which had taken place in 
King street. 

Mr. W. 8S. Kearney said that he thought 
the idea of the Rosslare Tourist Development 
Association was to have a pier erected at 
Rosslare, which it was believed would have 
the effect of throwing out the tide more 
from Rosslare. Before the breach took 
place at the fort the tide went around it, 
but since then, owing to the breach, which 
was a mile in extent, the tide ran through 
it, and was coming in more towards Ross- 
lare. 

The Chairman said that the question was 
a national one, affecting the entire coast, and 
the Department, they expected, would send 
an expert to examine it. The expense of 
repairing the damage done by _ erosion 
should not be put on tke local bodies. 

On it being suggested that the County 
Council should be asked to co-operate, Alder- 
man Billington said that they should not be 
asked, as that body was removing gravel 
from the foreshore for the making of the 
roads. 

SAND FOR HOUSES. 

Captain Boyle asked if they were doing 
that still, and the Chairman replied that 
they were, and that sand also was being 
taken away from the foreshore for the erec- 
tion of houses in Rosslare. 

On the suggestion of Alderman Billington 
it was decided to invite the Tourist Develop- 
ment Association and the Corporation to a 
conference with the Board to consider the 
line of action to be taken. The matter also. 
was discussed at a meeting of the Rosslare 
Tourist and Development Association, at 
which the Chairman (Mr. J. J. Ennis) said 
that during the preceding few weeks the 
position of affairs had become ‘decidedly 
worse, and the whole sea front was in danger 
of being washed away. In fact, all along the 
sea front the banks had been washed away 
to a depth of from eighteen to thirty feet. 
The sea wall in front of the coastguard 
station had been washed away by the waves. 
It was time that they should bring the 
matter under the notice of the Government. 

Mr. N. J. Kelly stated that if something 
were not done there would be no Rosslare in 
a short time. 


CLAIMS OF ROSSLARE, 

Mr. T. J. O’Brien said that several of the 
small harbours from Carnsore to the Hook 
had piers which served the dual purpose of 
saving the coast and being shelters for fish- 
ing boats. Rosslare was far more important 
than any of those fishing villages, and 
was fast becoming one of the principal sea- 
side .resorts in Ireland. In a” tition there 
are about 150 fishermen earning their liveli- 
hood there. Rosslare also contributed a large 
and increasing amount to the rates each 
year, and the eyes of the Dail should be 
opened as to their duty in regard to the 
place. 

Captain N. Murphy said that the only 
possibility of saving Rosslare was to build a 
pier into the sea at a point north of the 
coastguard station, which would divert the 
course of the currents and help the sand to 
silt, up. 

It was decided to draft a memorial, signed 
by the property owners, residents and fisher- 
men in Rosslare, pointing out to the Free 
State Minister the seriousness of the position.

CARDINAL GASPARRI. 

The Papal. audience over, the entire 
party descended to the floor below to visit 
Cardinal Gasparri, Papal Secretary of 
State, who has now completely recovered 
from his illness, and. remained chatting 
with them for about half-an-hour. 

Then the Royal party, following the 
usual _ceremonial for such occasions, 
descended into St. Peter’s, and were met 
at the entrance to the Basilica by Cardinal 
Merry del Val, who was surrounded by his 
Court and the Chapter of St. Peter’s. 
Cardinal Merry del Val offered holy water 
to each member of the Belgian’ Royal 
Family in turn. After having worshippel 
the Sacrament they knelt in prayer before 
the tomb of the Apostle before leaving the 
Basilica by the main entrance. 

Belgian veterans of the Great War, 
bearing the Belgian flag, were present in 
the courtyard of San Damaso and saluted 
Their Majesties. 

Burgomaster Max, of Brussels, was 
present in the Clementine Hall, and re- 
ceived a friendly nod from the King and 
Queen as they passed.

The Kenilworth Castle arrived at 
Funchal shortly before noon, and cast 
anchor in the sunlit blue waters of the 
bay. All shipping in the harbour was 
gaily beflagged in honour of His Royal 
Highness. As our vessel entered the bay 
we passed the Blue Star liner Avila Star, 
which was leaving on its way to South 
America, and Ensigns were dipped in 
‘mutual salute. The passengers of the 
Avila Star lined the décks, obviously in 
the hope. of catching a glimpse of the 
Prince, and cheered and wav-d their 
handkerchiefs. 

The towéring heights of the island, 
which make an impressive background to 
the bay, were wreathed with low clouds, 
through which the sun broke with a rain- 
bow effect, lighting up the red and white 
houses of the town, which is built on 
terraces on the lower slopes. 


OFFICIAL WELCOME. 

As soon as the anchor was down port 
officials boarded the vessel and completed 
the usual pratique formalities. 

The British Consul, Mr. C. R. Ledger. 
then came on board, and was received by 
the Prince in‘his sitting-room. He was 
followed almost inimediately ‘by the 
Portuguese Governor of the island, -Colonel 
de Freitas, and other officials, in smart 
blue-grey uniforms. 

Meanwhile, the usual crowd of small 
craft had gathered round the liner, their 
native occupants shouting out their wares. 
and offering to dive for money, with a wild 
babel of voices. 

Greetings over, the Prince, accompanied 
by the members of his staff, went ashore 
in a launch. Wearing holiday attire, con- 
sisting of a double-breasted flannel suit. 
blue shirt and bow tie, check cap, and 
black and white shoes, the Prince 
descended the gangway, smiling to the 
occupants of the surrounding craft. 


DISAPPOINTED SPECTATORS. 

Somewhat to the disappointment of the 
British colony and the crowd of local in- 
habitants who had gathered at the town 
pier in expectation that he would land 
there, the Prince landed at the Pontinha 
breakwater. When the spectators (is- 
covered their mistake they ran wildly 
along the waterfront towards Pontinha. 
but only arrived in time to see the Prince 
drive off by car: 

Unfortunately, the® was a heavy down- 
pour of rain just as the Prince stepped 
ashore, this being the first that the island 
had experienced for some weeks, but the 
skies soon cleared, and true Madeira sun-- 
shine favoured the remainder of our short 
stay. 


MOUNTAIN TRIP ABANDONED. 

After a brief visit to the British Con 
sulate the Prince drove on to Reid's 
Palace Hotel, through the quaint cobbled 
streets, and lunched with Lady Godfrey 
Faussett and party. 

An excursion up the mountain which had 
been planned for the Prince had to be 
abandoned, owing to lack of time. He 
will return straight to the ship, which. will 
sail at half-past three.

COURT DECIDES AGAINST 
CLAIMANTS. 


From Revoter’s CoRRESPONDENT, 
NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

The United States Circuit Court of 
Appeals gave its decision to-day in the 
case in which the descendants, numbering 
some thousands, of John Nicholas Emerick 
are asserting their claim to the fortune 
left by John Jacob Astor, who founded 
the wealth of the Astor family. 

The action has been in progress for a 
considerable time, the funds being raised 
among the persons who regard themselves 
as the heirs of Emerick, who was a con- 
temporary of the first John.Jacob Astor. 

The Court decided that the Astor for- 
tune belongs to the descendants of John 
Jacob Astor and not to the descendants 
of Emerick. The amount that the latter 
expected to receive, had the decision gone 
in their favour, was variously estimated 
at from 39,000,000 dollars (£7,800,000) to 
500,000,000 dollars (£100,000,000). 


IRISH REVOLUTIONARY LEADER’ 
DEAD,

PHILADELPHIA, Tuesday. 

The death is announced of Luke Dillon, an 
old-time Irish revolutionary, at the age .of 
eighty. Dillon was born in Leeds of Irish 
parents, and came to America when a child. 
He arrayed himself with the extreme forces 
in Ireland and was sentenced to imprisonment 
for life in Canada in 1900 in connection with 
the dynamiting of the Welland Canal. He 
served fourteen years of his sentence and then 
returned to Philadelphia, where he continued 
his activities on behalf of the Irish revolu- 
tionary cause.

And far beyond Belgium readers of 
newspapers and frequenters of the cinema 
praise the charm and admire the smiling 
countenance of the Princess, who is to be 
a bride to-day.
